Shall the Power of the People to Wake
Laws be Maintained ?

Tue great fundamental issue in our present
political campaign is a constitutional one, and
involves the question ns to which of the great
depariments of the Goverument, the execu-
tive or the legislative, the work of reconstruc-
tion properly belongs, This must be deter-
mined before we can even enter upon a dis-
cussion of the rival plans of the President
snd of Congress, Indeed, when this consti
tutional question Is settled, there Is no dis-
cussion as to such rival plans possible, because

whichever department of the Government
the work of reconstruction belongs, it belongs
toit alore. If It be an execcutive work, it
bolongs solely to the President: it it be a
legislative work, It belongs exclusively to
Congress, There is no commingling of func-
tions between these branches ol the Govern-
ment, 8o that il one neglects its duty the
other can take it up and perform it. They
are separate, distinet, Independent,

By the Constitution all legialative fanctions
in pur Government are conterred exclusively
upon Congress. The President signs laws
after they are passed, or interposes his veto,
but in no other manner does he have any
conneotion, however remote, with the legisla-
tive branch, except that he is responsible to it
for malteasance in office, and liable to im-
peachment. The disunguishing feature of
our Government i# that nothing can be done
by any of its officinls except in nccordance
with law, and that no law can be made eccept
by the people themselves through their Repre-
sentatives in Congress. Nothing is left to any
man's discretion—nothing to any man’s arbi-
trary will. The law is the supreme and only
authority. The Executive can do nothing
but execute the law:. The moment he stops
beyond or outsidge of them, and substitutes his
own will or ju’gment, he becomes a usuipar,
He assumes a function which the people have
resdorved exclusively to themselves,

If the President does an act, adopts any
policy, perlorms any duty, appoiants any
officer, be must do it in obedience to some
law. 'The law is his only possible authority
or justification.

Now, let us apply these principles to the
work of reconstruction, and see to which
department of the Government it belongs.
If it be an execative work, it must be so, as
we have just seen, by viitue of some law.
Let us bring what has already been done by
President Johnson to this lest. Take, flrst,
the appoiniment of Provisional Governors,
Where is there any law creating such an
ofice as this? “The Constitution knows
nothing of such an oflice. The statute-books
may be searched in vain fora law creating
such an office, Itis an anomaly, Itshould
be remembered that thes: Governora were
not militury officers, merely demllod for the
performance of some special duty, but were
persons appointed to perform certain
official  functions, corresponding  very

closely to those of Territorial Gov-
ernors. Where, we again ask, Is the law
creating this office? There is none, The
Executive created it, and the appointments
were made without the advice and consent of
the Senate. Now, the President has no more
power under the Constitution and the laws to
make an office, than he has to pass a statute,
It he may create one office of his own will
and pleasure, he may ten thousand. If he
may make a Provisional Governor, who is to
rule over a State, he may make a provisional
dietator to rule over a dozen States, or a Pro-
visional General to control the army, or a
Provisional Admiral to lead the navy, There
is mo limit to this, If the President may
create offices at will, he may make them by
the thousand, and his power becomes practi-
cally unlimited.
But let us go one step further in the work
of reconstruetion, so far as carried on by
the President, The proclamation appointing
william W. Holden Provisional Governor of
North Oarolina is the standard atter which
Provislonal Governments were organized in
all the revolted States. We find in this pro-
clamation, among other things, first, authority
conferred upon the Governor to prescribe
srules and regulations” for the assembling of
a Convention; secondly, a rezulation that the
Convention shall be composed only of the
“loyal people” of the Siate; thirdly, a pre-
acription of the powers of sald Convention
when assembled; fourthly, a |1rr=nr~rlp_tifm ol
the qualifications of voters at the elaction for
members of the Convention: aud, filthly,
poWer conferred upon the Conventlon, when
assembled, or the Legislature which might
thereafter assemble, to fix the qualifications
ot clectors and of persons ulig:hlv‘ to ollice,
Now the question agaln arises, IT; this was
legitimate Executive worls, where is the m.-:r
in accordance with which It was dums..‘
Where is the statute authorizing the DPresl-
dent to prescribe all these varied and impor-
tant rules and regulations? They cover the
ground usually embraced in enabling acts of
Congress for the £ rmation of States out of
Territories, It the President was authorized
to prescribe those rules and regulations, there
must be some law for it Where sit? Tt
cannot be found. It was done without law.

But a g[.ucg at the work itself shows that

ft is in 0o proper sense Executive, It s the

L}

prescribing of rules and regulations, ot in other
words of laws, for the formation of State
governments, What is this but legislation,
and that too ol a very high and important
order? It is not the mere passage of a statute,
but itis the creation of a State government.
There is no higher function than this known
to Congress, There has never been,in the
whole history of our Government, a subject
of more importance to the people, nor one
upon which their right to make the lnws was
more emphatie.

We thus see that the entire work of re-
construction is a legislative obe, belonging,
under the Constitution, solely to Congress,
The President has no right to touch it in the
least, untll some low has been duly passed
by wirtue of wineh ne may act, All that he
has done has beon done outside of the law,
and has been a usurpation of the legislative
functions of Congress Congress is the popu-
lar branch of the Government. It I8 the
people speaking through their Representa-
tives. Whatever trespasses upon Congress
steps upon the people, The law-making
power tal.en out of the hands of Congress
is the law-making power taken out of the
hands of the people. It i the =ubstitution
of stme one man’s will for the will of the
people. It is the one-man power trampling
upon and delying the people. It is an assault
upon the very eitadel and heart of popular
rights. It revolutionizes the Government,
transforming it from a Government of laws to
one of arbitrary power. It puls one man
above the people. It gives us the cssential
principle of despotism In place of republican
libe=ty.

It s the quick instinct of the people disco-
vering this deep und vital issue which lends to
our present canvass an excitement and a
depth of feeling hitherto unparalleled. The
integrity of Congress must be maintained, or
the popular character of our Government jis
overthrown and lost forever,

The Base.Ball Epidemic,

Wi all know that at irregular intervals dan-
gerous epidemics sweep over countries, affect-
ing more or less all the people., The East
tells us of thousands infected, and it requires
no historical knowledge to see it in our own
land. As with physical maladies, so alsp
with moral contagions, Philosophers say that
crime Is infectious, and that one example of a
mighty oflfense against law causes othecs.
And it is a moral epidemic which is now
raging in oar land. Good, qniet people may
smile, but there is a fever which I8 in the
brains and aflecting the minds of thousands of
Amgrican cltizens, Strange to say, this
disease is principally limited to the male sex,
and seldom attacks those who have attained
the age of thirty.

The prevailing maniz is known as “base-
ball)” and never was there a Juggernaut with
more devoted followers than this god of phy-
gical sport., There seems to be a reckless
abandon exhibited by its devotees, which
savors of the mad ecstacy which the Pythoness
continually lived in. All of the leading

players have had their fingers brolen, and
some have every flnver broken twice. The
loss of a Looth or an eye is received with such
slight interest that we might suppose that the
member had offended, and been “plucked
out., The number of these reckless de-
votees is legion, Every boy who bas attained
the mature age of six leels qualiied to belon
to a “club,” and all the adjectives in the lun-
guage are applied as titles to the organiza-
tions. The “luvulnerables,” the “Invincibles,”
or the “Inwhatable,” as Toodles has it,
are all composed of young Americans
whose lives huve not witnessed a decade.
Then, also, s mythology laid under con-
tribution, and “Olympic” brought down ta
the level of & plain. The venerable gentle-
man who rushed out of his bath without
making & toilet has a delicate compliment
paild to his memory, and the “Eureka” ap-
pears on the base-ball board. “The youth
who bore 'mid snow and ice” is not forgotten,
and “Excelsior” is inscribed on the banner of
another. As to all the American statesmen,
the patriotism of the players compels some
recognition of their merits, and ¥ Washington,”
“Franklin,” “Hamiiton,” and all the signers
and all the Presidents are remembered. The
fact is, the organizers of new clubs are driven
to desperation to secure names, and i the
fever continues much longer, they must resort
to the expedient of the untortunste falhers
who, having exhausted their vocabulary, de-
vised the scheme of duplicating names. We
will have the “Washington Washington” and
the “Eureka Eureka.” But we are in hopes
that before this dreadiul pass is reached, the
fever will have commenced to abate, and that
ere long it will be reduced to control.

In 1854 the excitement over cricket first
began to assuwe formidable dimensions, and
in 1857 it was at its height. We all remom-
ber the way in which it took off small boys
from school, and enlisted even men in its
ranks as victims. It overdid the game. The
excitement rosc in an hour, and utterly sab-
slded ; and instead of being o rational amount
of healthy exercise, it was either a mania or
none at all. Within two years after the visit
of the English eleven, there was uot found o
dozen cricket clubs in the whole country,

Two years ago, base-ball commenced, and
the course of the epldemic is the same as that
ol its predecessor. It is to-day belng earried
to such an excess, that unless there is some-
thing like reason in the exercise, the whole
game will completely disappear. What was
originally a healthy eport has grown to he a
positive dissipation. We hear complaints
from all our business men, because of the
continual absence of young men In order
that they may engage in the game, If it
| were once a week, it would be an excellent
thing. It would give vigor to the frams,
bouyancy to the spirits, and make the tima
lost to them compensated for by the addi-

tional activity. But when it is four times a
woek, and sometimes more, it becomes a
decided nuisance. We admire the game of
base-ball. 'We admire the resulty, if indulged
in moderately, and it is bocause we want
to see young Americans have such a game
always as & recreation, that we oppose the
present excesa. Unless it is remodied and
the over-indulgence abated, we see that it wall
disappear, ns did cricket. Our business men
will lose patience, and reluse continual ab-
sence trom daly. At present it is positively
losing money to both the employes and thelr
employers., This state of affalrs cannot
continue, and as lovers of the spor, we
call upon those who actively engage in it, “to
draw it a little more wild," as the meek phi-
lospher says, and “not run the thing into the
ground,”
